Bap- 
tism or the burial of the body and 
raising it out of that element is a 
simile of death and the resurrection. 
As the Apostle says, we are buried 
with Christ by baptism unto death” 
and rise in the likeness of His resur- 
rection. It is in view of this great 
fundamental principle of Christianity 
—the atonement—that men are re- 
quired to follow that type. Paul was 
arguing in favor of the literal resur- 
rection of the dead when he spoke as 
he did in reference to vicarious 
administration of baptism. The

eter, that which points to the 
preaching of the Gospel to the dead 
and the reason therefor, and also 
where the Apostle declares that 
Christ, during the time pending be- 
tween His death and resurrection, be- 
ing quickened in the spirit, went and

rophet J oy also explained this 
passage more fully than it appears in 
the common English translation. As 
many of the dead, to whom the Gos- 
pel is preached in the spirit and live 
according to godlin be offici- 
ated for in the outward ordinances by 
their friends or heirs in the flesh.

Thus the hope 
was conditionally held out to them 
that they might be redeemed at the 
time of the restitution of all thin 
The Prophet Joseph Smith spoke 
upon this subject in Nauvoo and gave 
a more clear interpretation of the 
words of Peter. The Apostle wished 
to distinguish between those who 
sinned ignorantly and those who acted 
with their eyes open. 


This brings us to the salvation of 
the dead by the preaching of the Gos- 
pel to them. Paul exclaimed “ Else 
hat shall they do that are baptized 
for the dead if the dead rise not at 


This doctrine is a bold one. Its 
introduction and practice are the re- 
sult of the bestowal of the keys upon 
Joseph Smith by Elijah, by which the 
hearts of the fathers were to be turned 
to the children and the children to 
the fathers. These keys were given 
to the Prophet in Kirtland Temple. 
Moses also appeared to him on the 
same occasion and gave the keys to 
bring about the return to their own 
land of the House of Israel and their 
redemption. The work in behalf of the 
dead is brought about by the building 
of Temples, in which sacred ordin- 
ances are performed in behalf of the 
departed. The Prophet Joseph ex- 
plained that the font in which bap- 
tisms for the dead are attended to 
must be under the level of the ground 
occupied by the living, that the 
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Air, with all its beams and showers, 
Heavens infinite expanse, 
Sea’s countenance, 
All around and all above, 
Bear this record, God is love. 
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simile and connection between the 
living and the dead may be complete. 
Those who are commissioned by pro- 
per authority in the spirit world are 
organized to carry on the work of 
preaching the Gospel to the fathers. 
A prison in a spiritual sense may be 
very extensive, being simply a place 
around which bounds are set beyond 
which those who are confined cannot 
pass. We may, for instance, be con- 
sidered as being comparatively in 
prison while in mortality. The spirits 
of the antediluvians who are referred 
to by Peter were unable to rise to the 
presence of the Eternal Father. To 
this class the Savior went and preach- 
ed, and doubtless among them organ- 
ized the work of the ministry and 
thus pepe the way for the open- 
ing of the prison doors to a class of 
spirits to advance tothe higher 
sphere. 

When the Prophet Joseph preached 
those principles and established their 
practice among the Saints and com- 
mitted the keys he held to his breth- 
ren, he informed the Twelve Apostles 
that he had given to them all he had 
received. He told them the work of 
carrying on the labor for the living 
and the dead in this life would de- 


volve upon them and their brethren. 


He announced that God would allow 
him to rest. He passed behind the 
vail and there organized the work 
among the spirits, that it might be 
conducted there. 

The speaker at this point mentioned 
a vision which had been experienced 
by one of the brethren, who appeared 
to have been transported on a visit to 
the spirit world, where he met with 
many brethren whom he recognized. 
He inquired where — 1 was, and 
was informed that he gone away 
to some distant place to make pre- 
parations for the resurrection. 

All things are governed by law. 
The house of the Lord is a house of 
order, and the decrees of heaven will 
be carried out in their own times and 
their own order. Those who were 
Christ's shall have their time, and 
then those who are Christ's at His 
coming, and so on. This is the work 
of those who have received and honor- 
ed the Priesthood. When they 
behind the vail they are not idle. 
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— from their labors, but their 
works do follow them. Intelligence 
cannot be idle. Rest is simply, in 
this sense, a change. Inactivity is 
not rest. The Prophet Joseph and 
all the faithful have rested from their 
labors because they have been acting 
in a new species of work. 

These are not new principles to the 
generality of the Saints, but these 
scriptures quoted may not be clearly 
understood by the rising generation. 
Strangers may also not be familiar 
with our faith and practice in this 
direction. Some may consider this 
doctrine inconsistent with reason. It 
may be esteemed to be absurd to 
believe that one person can do some- 
thing in behalf of another. A little 
reflection should dispel such doubts, 
as the atonement of Christ itself was 
a vicarious act, and this is the basis of 
Christianity. The words of Christ 
when John the Baptist demurred to 
baptizing the Savior, “thus it becom- 
eth us to fulfill all righteousness,” 
were quoted. Thus the greater came 
to the lesser, and the Redeemer was 
buried in water and arose out of it, 
typical of His own death and resur- 
rection. When Jesus selected His 
Apostles, he empowered them to be 
His agents, and directed them how to 
act, even to the words they should 
use. Hence the saying went forth 
that Christ himself did not baptize, 
but His disciples did. The Apostles 
said we pray you in Christ's stead. 
The labor of the ministry in the earth 
is itself a vicarious work throughout.

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THE SEMI-ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 
— 


Tux report of the minutes of the Fifty-eighth Semi-annual Conference held 
in Salt Lake City, will doubtless be read with a great deal of interest and 
pleasure. The Conference occupied four days and was very largely attended. 
The Saints were exceedingly blessed by the presence of President Wilford 
Woodruff and Apostle Erastus Snow, who had been absent from the city for 
‘some time. 

The Salt Lake Herald referring to the presence, on the third day, of 
Apostle Snow, says 

A surprise was in store for the congregation, which gave great satisfaction. It was the 
appearance of Erastus Snow, the founder and upbuilder of Southern Utah. BeBe 
first time he has been in public in a number of years. 


This must have been an agreeable surprise. Apostle Snow is an energetic 
worker in the interest of the people. Few men can compare with him in 
executive ability. The effects of his energy and faithful labors are ssen from 
Southern Utah to Mexico. He has labored under the most discouraging 
circumstances, but his indomitable courage and perseverance knew no such 
word as fail. Consequently the barren places have been made to rejoice, and 
the wilderness to blossom under his encouraging labors and example. 

On the fourth day another glorious sarprise was enjoyed by the thousands 
who attended Conference. The Herald says: 


The crowuing incident of surprise for those who assembled in the Taberracie on Suea- 
day afternoon, waa the sudden appearance, a few minutes before the hour of beginning 
the services, of President Wilford Woodruff. It was a happy denouement! The vene- 
able and respected leader entered the building at the west end, went directly to the 
atand of the presidency, aad made his presenee kmewn to the seated multitude by a bow 
and wave of the hand. He was recognised immediately, and before he had time to 
think the congregation arose en masse and gave vent to warm ejaculations of welseme. 
It was a spectacle which will long be remembered. Among the thousands who thas 
welcomed an honored and beloved apostle, who had labored faithfully for more than half 
u century in the cause of the salvation of mankind, and whose hair had grown grey and 
white in the service, were those whose memories carried recollections of his good deeds in 
the past; and as they beheld him standing before them after an onforeed absence of some 
they were seen to weep for joy. 
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Every available inch of space in the vast building was occupied. It was as large a con. 
gregation as ever assembled there, and Mr. Henry Grow, the gentleman under whose 
supervision the structure was erected and furnished, and who has measured the seating 
capacity, stated that there were 12,000 persons inside when the meeting was called to 
order, and a great many crowded around the entrances on the outside. People stood in 
all the aisles, against the walls, behind the seats, on the stand, encroaching upon the 
space allotted to the priesthood, rendering it difficult for those distributing the Sacra- 
ment to move among them. The choir was augmented to its full limit, besides being 
added to by accessions from different parts of the Territory. 

From this we learn that the large Tabernacle was filled to overflowing. In 
the stand of the presidency sat President Wilford Woodruff, Apostles Lorenzo 
Snow, Franklin D. Richards, John Henry Smith, our old friend Daniel H. 
Wells, late President of the European Mission, Patriarch John Smith, and 
the veteran Joseph B. Noble. We can imagine the great joy at beholding 
the face of President Wilford Woodruff, and what joy it must have been to 
him to behold the assembled thousands of the disciples of the Lord Jesus 
Christ in Conference, to celebrate the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper with 
them, and enjoy the holy influence of the Spirit of God. We have been 
there and can imagine the holy joy and thanksgiving to God that filled the 
souls of that assembly, known only to those who are in the brotherhood of 
Christ Jesus. | 

There is no man more beloved and honored than this venerable apostle, 
who has passed his eightieth year. He was ordained an apostle April 26, 
1839, at Far West, Missouri. His faithful labors, under the blessing of God, 
have been a source of joy and salvation to hundreds of thousands who, 
through his instrumentality, have been led to believe, repent and obey the 
Gospel, many of whom became themselves preachers of righteousness, and the 
benefit thereof has reached into the spirit world in the redemption, for the 
living and the dead, that God has wrought out and taught to His people. We 
are acquainted with the purity of character and integrity of President Wood- 
ruff. To know him is to love him. 

In the next week’s Star, D.V., we shall have the pleasure of presenting to 
our readers an Epistle to the Saints in behalf of the Council of the Twelve 
Apostles, delivered on the third day of Conference, which we are assured 
will be read by our subscribers with deep interest. It contains among other 
things President Woodruff's personal testimony. He has had an experience 
of some fifty-four years, and should certainly know something about the 
Work of God in these latter days. 

The persecuting crusade against the Saints has resulted in an awakening 
to righteousness and good works. There never was a greater interest in Con- 
ference than manifested at this last one. The instructions given are of a 
practical nature, so eminently suited to a people who love righteousness. We 
hope the Saints in the European Mission will ponder over them, and endea- 
vor, as far as practicable, to live in harmony with the spirit of Zion, always 
remembering that “ Zion is the pure in heart.”

UTAH NEWS.

A thirteen-year-old boy of George Crismon’s, Dudley N. Crismon, of Salt 
Lake City, was thrown from a horse and killed. 

Rumor says that the Denver and Rio Grande R. R. Co. are seriously think- 
ing of building a line to Sanpete County. Surveys have already been com-

The Palantic, a monthly journal “ devoted to the exposition of truth and 
error,” has made its appearance in Salt Lake City. It is sixteen pages, credi- 
table in appearance, and is edited with vigor. ;

The members of the Board of Directors for the Sevier Stake Academy are 
making energetic strides in behalf of that institution. The building is being 
remodeled, by placing in it new desks, doors and an office. The rooms will 
be made very comfortable as well as the surroundings. 
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A note from J. W. Carpenter to the Deseret News, dated Bloomington, 
Bear Lake County, Idaho, Oct. 8th, says: The first snow of the season fell 
yesterday and last night on the Pine Valley Mountain. The weather has 
gone considerably cooler here than it has been for some time. We may have 
frost soon. Crops look well, and are yielding moderately. 


A large black bear was lately shipped into Salt Lake City, and was shown 
to the public on East Temple Street. He was a dangerous looking customer. 
His claws were about an inch long, and he weighed between 300 and 400 
pounds. He was killed at Thistle, on the D. & R. G., where he had been 
bothering stock for some time. Judge Zane’s son killed him. 


A fire broke out at about 9 o’clock on the evening of October 12th, at the 
residence of Mr. Harry Bramwell, at Plain City. The fire started from a 
stovepipe which pierced the shingle roof. The friends of Mr. Bramwell 
turned out in full force, and the fire was subdued in about an hour. Most 
of the furniture was saved; the greater portion of the building was only 
slightly damaged. 

Andrew W. Cooley, of Brighton Ward, Salt Lake County, Utah, died at 
his residence October 11, 1887. He served two terms in the Penitentiary for 
refusing to repudiate his wives and children, who did not wish to be repudi- 
ated. The second term seemed to be particularly hard upon him, and during 
the whole of the latter part of it he was quite ill, and never fully recovered. 
He leaves a large family and much sympathy is felt for them. 


Mr. John Carlisle, of Mill Creek, Salt Lake County, has a flowing well 
240 feet deep. One day the stream threw up two bones from that depth, 
one of them over an inch long and three-fourths of an inch in diameter. 
When first picked up it was quite-soft, but became hard on exposure to the 
air. It was shown to Dr. Benedict, of Salt Lake City, who stated that it 
was undoubtedly a pig’s “trotter.” The query now is, how did it get tha} 
far under the earth’s surface? 


On Wednesday afternoon, October 5th, a man named David Hutchinson, 
of Wellsville, was chopping timber at a point south of that place. While in 
the act of swinging the ax it struck on a limb over his head, and descended 
upon his left foot, cutting that member nearly off, starting in just below the 
instep. The cut bled a great deal, making the injured man very faint. He 
was taken to Logan, and Dr. Ormsby dressed the wound, and at last accounts 
Mr. Hutchinson was progressing favorably. 


Henry Cummock, at Almy, working in the Central Pacific Company’s coal 
mine, at the top of a twenty-three-feet ladder, the top resting on some of the 
loose coal, which gave way and precipitated him head first to the bottom, 
landing on his head and back, breaking his back and so injuring him inter- 
nally that the doctors gave no hopes of him. He has a wife and two chil- 
dren. It is only two years in January since his father was in the great ex- 
plosion at the same place, whilst working for the Union Pacific Company, 
and he did not want to work there, but his brother prevailed on him to go to 
work, with the above result.
